Warner, being especially attracted to 
him because of the success of the de- 
llctously humorous book, 'My Summer 
in a Garden.' which gained Mr. War- 
ner national fame, and which w*3 the 
first of his separate writings. 
The 


acquaintance ripened into Intimacy 
and the families of the two men were 
frequently together. 


"It 
happened 
that one evening 


when the Twains had the Warners al 
a family dinner, something was said 
about 
the 
success 
of 
'Innocents 


Abroad.' 
Thereupon both Mrs. Clem- 


ens and Mrs. Warner began to twit 
Mark Twain; they made all manner 
of good-natured fun of his book, called 
it an accidental hit, and finally ended 
up by defying him to write another 
work like it. 


"In high humor Mark Twain turned 


to Mr Warner. 'You and I will show 
these ladies that their laughter Is un- 
seemly and "a cracking of thorns un- 
der a pot," ' he cdied. 'We'll get to- 
gether and write a story, chapter by 
chapter every morning, and we will 
so interweave our work that these 
wives of ours will not be able to say 
-which has been written by Mark 
Twain and which by Charles D War- 
ner- for once a week we will gather In 
my'library and read the story to them 
as' it has progressed under our pens. 


"What was spoken in jest was acted 


upon in the spirit of jest, Mr. Warner 


agreeing to moet Mark Twain every 
morning for an hour or two no (hat 
ogothor they could write a new Htory 
somewhat on the linen of 'Innocent 
Abroad.' After they h.-id boon nt work 
on their little Joko for a little whllo 
they became thoroughly Inioronted In 
It and then, when Mark Twain pro- 
poHOd to Introduce tho character «r 
Colonel Sellers in tho Htory, both he 
and Mr. Warner grow iioumlly en- 
thusiastic over It, and their wives con- 
fessed their deep Interest In It as It 
%v:x« road to them as tbo writing pro- 
gressed. 


'So the jest was carried on until 


the story wa« about half finished. If 
I remember correctly, when H sudden- 
ly occurred to Mark Twain that it 
might be worth publishing; if It in- 
terested the wives of tho authors, It 
ought to Interest tho public. 
There- 


fore 
Twain approached his publish- 


ers and told them that ho nnd Mr. 
Warner wero jointly writing a book, 
and ho wondered whether ho could 
make arrangements wlih thorn to pub- 
lish it. They Jumped at tho propor- 
tion 
The book wns published under 


the 'title of 'The Glided Age.' U sold 
beyond all expectation for a while, and 
then suddenly, the sales stopped. It 
Is the one dead failure among Mark 
Twain's works. 
Yet a 
sufficiently 


largo number of copies wero sold b> 
subscription to repay the cost of man 
ufacture and return some profit to tbo 
joint authors and tho publishers. 


"Later, 
however," 
continued Mr 


Hubbard, "Mark Twain made a tidy 
Bum out of the dramatic rights of tb" 
book 
About the llmo that the book 


was to be published he suggested to 
Mr. Warner that ho would buy what-

might have In the work. The Idea op 
pealed to Mr. Warner, and I havo al 
ways understood 
that Mark Twain 


paid him $8,090 or thereabouts for hi

Drainage. 


Some of the bad methods often fol- 


lowed by farmers in draining land are 
outlined in a series of "Lion'ls on 
Drainage" by Prof, K. K, Jones of the 
hoil.s department of the Agricultural 
Experiment Station of the University 
of Wisconsin, as follows: 


Don't dodge the wet .spots in cul- 


Uvated lleklb. A few dollars spenl in 
drainage will make the.se spots yield 
valuable crops, and will make the cul- 
tivation of the whole field more con- 
venient, 
Uon't becontoul with raising marsh 


grass on muck and peat marshes. 
Drainage in the step that begins their 
adaptation lo tame grasses and other 
farm crops, 


j)un'l condemn the muck and peat 


mar.siie.s on which timothy has died 
out once, 
Drain thoroughly and then 


apply barnyard or commercial fcrtil- 
i'/.ers, as is done ou upl.indH. 
In other 


words give lUo marshes a sipiarc deal, 


Uon't wait for nature to drain the 


wet lands without assistance. 
Nature 


alone did not remove the slumps and 
stones from. Ihe wooded, stony lands. 
Neither does she irrigate tho arid lands 
of the West without the aid of man. 


Don't let damaging water get on to 


land, if it can bu prevented. An uunce 
of prevention is worth a pound of cure 
in drainage, 


Don't think it takes a wizard tu lay 


tile properly. Have a siu-voy 
made 


sulleicnt in detail to show that there 
IK sufloient fall, 
An intelligent use of 


this fall will then insure success, 


Don't install a part oE a drainage 


system to whioh the remainder of/the 
system cannol later be joined with 
advantage, 


Don't let the waste banks of ditches 


grow up lo weeds. 
Get them sodded 


and make them both valuable and at- 
tractive, 
Don't let the outlet ditches remain 


idle when they should be working. 
Have surface ditches and Ule lo keep 
them busy, 


Don't spend a dollar, for smaU ditch- 


es or tile on a. marsh, until an outlet is 
assured. 
Don't fail to give land drainage 


the attention and thought it deserves.

tho superior housekeeping methods of 
our 
greal-great-grand mother, 
Mlnne- 


haha, he is busy with the "housekeep- 
ing experiment station," which 
he 


maintains at Darien, Conn., for test- 
Ing under the most simple housekeep- 
ing conditions all new materials, meth- 
ods, utensils 
and 
appliances which 


may prove useful in the home. 


"Tho American housekeeper, com- 


pared with the housewives of France 
and Germany, Is an unlettered child," 
declared Professor Barnard to me yes- 
terday. 


"The American man, because of his 


wife's culinary inefficiency, is not so 
well nourished as the European mak- 
ing halt the income. At least 20 per 
cent, of the money spent on the Amer- 
ican table is absolute waste." 


Professor Barnard, mild of voice and

demn them utterly, and is at pains to 
note that the race has, at times, pro- 
duced men of real 
distinction.

quotes the families of the Hungarian 
Hunyadls, the Russian Tolstoys, the 
Scotch Melvilles, the Cassills and the 
Contls in France under Louis XIV., 
and the famous gypsy .chief, Thomas 
Pulgar, who, in 1496, gave Bishop Sigis- 
mund the help he needed to beat back 
the Turkish invader from Europe.
